The Ona Company 
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The Holstein-Friesian Cow: 
By FRANK O. LOWDEN 











WAS originally a breeder of Shorthorn cattle. I took 
| sreat delight in my herd. At one time a bull that I 

bred won the grand championship over all bulls of the 
beef breeds shown at the International. This, I think, 
was the proudest moment of my life. If ever I could be 
charged justly with having the “swollen head,” it was on 
that occasion. I was loath to give up my Shorthorns. My 
part of the state, however, was rapidly changing into a 
dairy section, which I myself had advocated because it 
seemed to me that northern Illinois was peculiarly fitted 
for that industry. 

I then started in to breed dairy cattle. I began with 
a number of each of several of the leading dairy breeds. 
I was in doubt as to what breed to adopt, and thought I 
would experiment a little with these different cows. I 
did not make the thorough, scientific test which the agri- 
cultural colleges make, but I gradually came to the con- 
clusion that for my purpose at least, the Holstein-Friesians 
were the best. I then gave up the other breeds, and since 
then have limited myself to Holstein-Friesians. Some of 
the reasons which impelled me to this choice were the 
following: 

Have Size and Capacity 

Having been used to the larger and more robust beef 
type, the Holstein-Friesian cow seemed to me more nearly 
a cow than any of the other dairy breeds. She showed 
great capacity for consuming roughage, of which I had an 
abundance, had unusual vigor, and of course produced a 
larger flow of milk than any other variety. She seemed to 
me to fit into my environment better than any of the 
others. I got so I liked the looks of the black-and-white 
cow. She consoled me in a measure for my loss of the 
Shorthorn cow. 

In selecting the breed of any farm animal, one will be 
wise to select that with which he can personally get upon 
the friendliest terms. I think no breeder has been alto- 
gether successful who did not like personally the animal 
he was breeding, and who did not have a real regard for 
it. One is entitled, in selecting the kind of cow he will 
adopt, to indulge even his whims to a reasonable degree. 
At any rate, I adopted the Holstein-Friesian cow, and have 
been altogether satisfied with my choice. She has justified 
it as a producer. 

Holland Their Native Land 

At about this time I went to Holland. I visited several 
leading herds in the Province of Friesland, the very heart 
of the Holstein world. I was much impressed with the 
cattle I saw there. They were uniformly of good size, in 
much better flesh than dairy cattle I had seen anywhere 
else, and impressed one as being good, all-around cattle. 


Dairying was the chief industry; in fact, it seemed to be 
practically the only industry, and I saw very few cattle 
which were not of the Holstein-Friesian breed. Their 
lands were either in meadow or pasture. On account of 
the great moisture of the region, both meadow and pasture 
were rich and luxurious. 

The cattle were largely maintained upon hay and grass, 
the principal concentrate used being oilmeal. Thirty acres 
constituted a large farm. I never saw anywhere farms 
so well improved as the farms there. I never visited any 
agricultural country where I found a more prosperous 
air about the farm than I found in Friesland. They were 
selling breeding stock to all parts of the world. 

Upon visiting the house of one of the leading breeders, 
near Leeuwarden, I noticed upon the walls of his house 
a large portrait of Thomas B. Wales, of Iowa City, Ja., 
one of the early secretaries of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America. I had known Mr. Wales when I was 
a student at Iowa City, and I asked the owner how he 
happened to have in that far-away land Mr. Wales’ por- 
trait. He told me that his father, from whom he had 
inherited the property, had sold to Mr. Wales more Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle than he had sold to any other one 
man. That portrait was preserved upon the walls of his 
home in memory of this pioneer American Holstein- 
Friesian breeder. I thought it a very pretty tribute. 

Value On the Butcher’s Block 

I found, too, that the Holstein-Friesian was the prin- 
cipal source of beef supply for that section. The Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeder has never emphasized quite so much 
the wedge-shaped form, regarded in America as the ideal 
of the dairy type, as we have here. For that reason it 
may be that the Dutch Holstein-Friesian is a better beef 
animal than the American Holstein-Friesian. I left Hol- 
land strongly under the spell of the famous Holstein- 
Friesian cow. My own impressions recently formed at 
home were fortified by what I saw of the cow in her native 
home, and I have been an enthusiastic admirer of her 
ever since. 

I know that I am treading on dangerous ground when 
I talk of a dual-purpose cow. I appreciate the fact that 
the strict beef type and the strict dairy type are two en- 
tirely different types. I have heard frequently the state- 
ment that there “ain’t no such animal.” Only a day or 
two ago I found these words in a recent issue of The 
Scottish Farmer: “No horse is expected to win the Derby 
and to shunt railway wagons.” 

The Farmer’s Cow 

The fact remains that the average farmer needs to 

produce upon his farm both beef and milk. And he cannot

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keep two kinds of cows. If he emphasizes the beef side 
of the question, he will naturally select beef cattle, but 
it is desirable that he should select cattle which also have 
reasonably good milking qualities. If in his operation he 
emphasizes milk production, it is to his advantage to 
select a dairy breed which will produce as good beef as 
possible. Theoretically, it may be true that it is best for 
the specialized beef breeds to produce all the beef, and 
for the specialized dairy breeds to produce all the milk. 
In practice, however, this has never been done and never 
will be done. 

The farmer, if he is raising beef, must have milk 
enough to raise his calves; he must have milk, cream and 
butter, for his own table, and if he is wise he will want a 
little surplus to sell. If milk is his main object, still he 
must veal some of his calves. He will have cows that 
are non-breeders, and it is important to him that these 
animals should be capable of making good beef. The 
chief of the Dairy Division in the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Washington is authority for the statement that 
one-third of the veal and beef consumed in America comes 
from the dairy herds. 

The argument in favor of the dual-purpose cow is much 
like the argument in favor of diversified farming gener- 
ally. The wheat-farmer of the northwest will prove to 
you conclusively that by specializing in wheat he can 
afford to buy his cream and butter and feed for his live 
stock cheaper than he can produce them. The cotton- 
planter of the south can show you clearly by figures that 
he cannot afford to grow the feed for his mules, but that 
by devoting all his efforts to cotton, he can buy the feed 
much more cheaply than he can produce it. 

Eggs Not All in One Basket 


On paper these arguments seem irresistible; in fact, 
however, the one-crop farmer is the one who most often 
goes bankrupt. I have observed even in the strict dairy 
sections that those farmers do best one year with another 
who produce some pigs for sale, some poultry and eggs, 
maybe a little hay, and who turn off two or three animals 
to the local butcher. 

If farming were not a constant hazard, the figures in 
favor of a special product would be more convincing. 
These figures are based on a normal season, and therefore, 
a normal yield, and upon normal markets. That it is sel- 


dom we have these things all combined, every farmer, 
particularly in recent years, can attest. Therefore, the 
more he diversifies the less is his risk. For abnormal 


weather, abnormal markets and abnormal conditions gen- 
erally do not equally affect these diverse products. 

I do not intend to discuss at length the dairy qualities 
of the Holstein-Friesian cow; they are too well known. 
It is sufficient here to call attention to the fact that over 
600 cows in America of this breed have produced in ex- 
cess of 1,000 pounds of butter in a year; more than 50 
cows have produced over 1,250 pounds of butter in a year, 
and 25 cows have produced more than 30,000 pounds of 
milk in one year. All these records were made under 
the supervision of our state agricultural colleges. 

More Than All Other Dairy Cows 

The United States census discloses the fact that these 
qualities are appreciated by the American farmer, for 
about 60 per cent of all the purebred dairy cattle in the 
United States are Holstein-Friesians. While their preemi- 
nence as producers of both milk and butterfat is generally 
recognized, it is not so well known that the Holstein- 
Friesians give a very good account of themselves on the 
butcher’s block. Tests have been reported from the Michi- 
gan experiment Station, from the Ohio Experiment Station, 
from the Nebraska Experiment Station, from the Ontario 
Experiment Station, and possibly others. 

These reports contain such facts as weight at beginning, 
average gain per steer, amount of grain per pound of 
gain, amount of roughage per pound of gain, average cost 
per pound of gain, per cent of dressed weight and per 
cent of loin. In these various tests the Holstein-Friesian 
steer was pitted against steers of the chief beef breeds, 
as well as the other chief dairy breeds. In ail these tests 
the Holstein-Friesian steer gave a good account of him- 
self, even in comparison with the best beef breeds. 

As far back as 1889 and 1890, at the New York State 
Fair a Holstein-Friesian cow won first prize as the best 
fat cow of any age or breed. Her live weight was 1,790 
pounds, and her percentage of dressed weight was 66.8, 
a percentage seldom equaled by individuals of the beef 
breeds. In 1896, against strong competition from the 
leading beef breeds, a Holstein-Friesian cow weighing 
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almost 2,000 pounds, won first prize as the best pb 
of any breed at the Minnesota State Fair. 
Twenty Centuries Old 

We are told that Holstein-Friesian cattle have bee 
bred in Friesland for more than 2,000 years. They would 
therefore naturally be expected to be very prepotent and 
in fact they are. And so the Holstein-Friesian bull js 
very effective when used in grading up a herd of ordinary 
cows. 

Perhaps the most thorough experiment ever made in 
this connection was made a few years ago by the Towa 
State College. It purchased a number of scrub cows, It 
bred some of these cows to purebred Holstein-Friegian

bulls and some to purebred bulls of other dairy 
breeds. The granddaughters of these scrubs which 
had been bred to purebred Holstein-Friesian  pyjjs 


produced more than double the amount of both milk 

and butterfat which their scrub grandmothers had yieldeg 

If the bulletin containing the results of this experiment 

was put in the hands of every dairyman in the Uniteg 

States it would be of untold value to the dairy industry 

and to the country. ? 
Aagsie a Grade 


At the National Dairy Exposition recently held at gt. 
Paul, there were exhibited a number of grade Holsteip. 
Friesian cows. One of these had produced in one year 
more than 22,000 pounds of milk or about six times the 
average production in America. Another cow, called 
Aaggie, had produced more than 800 pounds of fat in a 
single year, or about six times the average production of 
fat of all dairy cows in the United States. She had earned 
something like $1,250 for her owner, above the cost of 
feed, during a period of five years. These cows came from 
cow-testing associations. 

I regard that as one of the most instructive exhibits at 
this great exposition. The cows illustrated not only the 
prepotency of the Holstein-Friesian bull as a sire, but 
they showed the enormous vaiue of cow-testing associa- 
tions—a value that cannot be overstated. In my opinion, 
too, they should serve as a warning to the breeders of 
purebred Holstein-Friesians. Breeders in America of all 
kinds of live stock have attached too much importance to 
pedigree, as such. They have not culled out from their 
purebred herds unpromising animals to anything like the 
extent to which breeders do in the older countries cull 
theirs. There are too many cows kept in both the beef 
and the dairy breeds, simply because of their pedigrees, 
that should be eliminated. After all, the final test of a 
beef animal is what it will do on the butcher’s block, and 
the final test of a dairy cow is what she will do at the pail. 

The cow-testing associations have reached such as. 
tounding results as those noted in the foregoing by freely 
culling out their least profitable cows. The _ purebred 
breeders among the dairy cattle should encourage cow- 
testing associations in their several communities, and 
should be the first to join them. If in actual practice their 
purebred cows cannot stand competition with grade cows, 
it is perfectly evident that their owners have not practiced 
a wise selection of their breeding animals. 

Double Production in Three Generations 


The Holstein-Friesian Association of America has 
rented Aaggie, one of the cows referred to, and will use 
her in the campaign it is making for better sires. The 
average farmer who hears of the phenomenal records of 
purebred cows dismisses the subject by saying that he 
cannot afford to own these high-priced cattle. Aaggie, 
however, points to him the way by which, with very little 
expense, he can have in a few years a high-producing herd. 
All he needs to do is to purchase a purebred bull, which 
can be done at a very reasonable expense. If that expense 
is beyond him, he can unite with his neighbors, form a 
bull club, and at a mere nominal expense—less than it 
costs him for a set of Ford tires, join a cow-testing associ- 
ation, and his herd will begin to improve very rapidly. 
In a very few years, as shown by the Iowa State College, 
he can double the production of his herd. Notwithstanding 
the efforts that have been made for fifty years and more 
to substitute the purebred sire for the scrub or grade 
sire, the latter are still in an over-whelming majority in 
America. 

Boys’ and Girls’ calf clubs should be encouraged every- 
where. One of the most impressive sights at the National 
Dairy Exposition was the boys and girls, with the calves 
which they were showing. Get the boy or girl on the 
farm interested in a calf club, and the scrub sire will

distance families that there are certain statements that 

can be made about each of them that can be made of 
no other family in the world. In other words, each of the 
great families under discussion is pre-eminent in certain 
respects. When we come to the Ona family, we find more 
cows averaging over 1000 lbs. in the direct female line 
from Ona Clothilde De Kol than we find in any other 
family of the breed. 

Ona Clothilde De Kol No. 70349, was born May 10, 
1903. She was bred by Austin Rarick of Chagrin Falls, 
Ohio, who also bred most of her offspring and who devel- 
oped one of her 1000-lb. daughters. The majority of the 
family, however, was developed by Peter Smail and the 
development is now being carried on by the Ona Company 
at Chardon, Ohio. Ona Clothilde De Kol was a grand- 
daughter of De Kol 2d’s Mutual Paul, one of the best sons 
of old De Kol 2d by Mutual Friend 3d’s Paul. On her sire’s 
side, she was a granddaughter of Kookee, on Ohio bred 
cow who is likewise grandam of the great New York State 
cow, Kookee De Kol 2d, the only cow in the United States 
to make five 30-lb. records, all from over 700 Ibs. milk. 
The dam of Ona Clothilde De Kol was a double grand- 
daughter of Jelke 3d’s Boy, a brother of Early Dawn Peep, 
who is one of the two cows with two daughters above 
1000 lbs. butterfat. The Clothilde and Pauline Paul lines 
are prominent in this branch of the pedigree. 

Ona Clothilde De Kol has three daughters that average 
over 1000 lbs.; one of her daughters likewise has three 
daughters averaging over 1000 lbs. and a second daughter 
has three daughters averaging just under 1000 lbs. Ona 
Clothilde De Kol heads the only four-generation group 
of 1000-lb. cows in the world and the only five generation 
group averaging over 1000 lbs. In the Ona family, we 
find no less than six different four-generation groups av- 
eraging over 1000 lbs., this being the only family con- 
taining more than one such group. 

The records of Ona Clothilde De Kol were made at 
the age of 11 years, 10 months, 15 days and were 1100.61 
Ibs. butter from 25,019.3 Ibs. milk. It was a good many 
years after she made this record before another cow as 
old or older than she made an 1100-lb. record or a 25,000- 
Ib. record. Her 7-day record made at this time was 26.45 
Ibs. butter from 672.8 Ibs. milk and she averaged over 83 
Ibs. milk a day for 60 days. After making her 1100-Ib. 
year record, she came back at just 13 years old with 
21.99 lbs. butter from 441.3 lbs. milk. 

Her largest record daughter is Ona Button De Kol, 
the Ohio State champion butter producer, with 1345.55 Ibs. 
butter from 26,761.2 lbs. milk. She is a 30-lb. cow with 
608.4 Ibs. milk. She has four great record daughters, one 
of them an 1100-lb. cow with two daughters averaging 
over 800 lbs. in heifer form; another with three records

Ona Clothilde De Kol 2d, is the oldest daughter of her 
dam and her second highest record daughter, having 
1044.45 Ibs. butter from 25,449.6 lbs. milk. Following this 
year record she made a 7-day record of 31.89 Ibs. butter 
from 708.8 lbs. milk and she has three other 7-day records 
made in previous years of 25, 28 and 29 lIbs., the milk 
records ranging from 649 to 732 lbs. It is through this 
daughter that we get the four-generation group of. 1000- 
lb. cows, she being the dam of Ona Clothilde Wayne, with 
1266.65 Ibs., who in turn is dam of Ona Pontiac Wayne, 
with 1087.13 lbs. The latter has a daughter, with a two- 
year-old record of 691.7 lbs. completing the five-generation 
group averaging over 1000 Ibs. 

Other daughters of Ona Clothilde De Kol 2d, are Ona

Ona Clothilde De Kol has two proven sons, Meadow 
Holm Ona Pontiac Hartog, and Meadow Holm Ona Har- 
tog King, both of which are sure to be heard from, as 
they are being given a wide opportunity in noteworthy 
herds.

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The American Dairy Federation 


NE of the outstanding achievements of National week 
O at Syracuse was the perfecting of the preliminary 

organization of the American Dairy Federation. 
This organization, which is outlined in some detail on page 
thirty-nine of this issue, is characterized by dairy leaders 
as being perhaps the greatest step in advance made in the 
dairy industry in recent years. This body is the outgrowth 
of the Plan and Scope Committee under the chairmanship 
of Governor Lowden and is intended to cover every branch 
of the dairy industry. It is to carry on its work through 
delegates from the great national dairy organizations and 
of every branch related to the dairy industry, and it will 
provide an authoritative mouthpiece for the dairy industry. 

The organization meeting of the American Dairy Fed- 
eration will be held in Chicago on December 5 and the 
following delegates from the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation has been appointed by President Lowden: W. S. 
Moscrip, F. L. Houghton, Fred F. Field, James A. Rey- 
nolds and W. H. Mott. 

The progress of this important work and the crystali- 
zation of the ideas back of it are a great tribute to the 
organizing genius of our president, Hon. Frank O. Lowden, 
under whose leadership the details of the organization 
have been planned in such a workable manner. When the 
American Dairy Federation speaks, it will command 
attention. 


Oleo Legislation 


NE of the problems lying clearly within the scope 
O of the new American Dairy Federation, when it shall 

commence to function, is the subject of legislation 
on the oleomargarine question. The Dairymen’s League 
Cooperative Association, at its annual meeting last June, 
unanimously adopted a resolution urging the prohibition 
of the manufacture, sale, and importation of oleomargarine 
and kindred products in the United States of America. 
The National Dairy Union, in its latest news letter, raises 
the question again and asks all its members to express 
their views as to the advisability of pressing for prohibi- 
tory legislation on the oleomargarine question. 

While such prohibitory legislation would be of un- 
double benefit to the dairy industry in its direct applica- 
tion, there are many angles of the question that should 
be carefully considered. The manufacture of oleomar- 
garine, both colored and uncolored in its several forms, 
amounts in round numbers to 150,000,000 pounds a year, 
which is equal to about ten per cent of the total amount 
of butter produced in this country annually. A sudden 
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increase of ten per cent in the demand for butter coul 
not fail to operate to stimulate prices of this produ a 
which, however pleasing they might be to those of he 
dairy industry, would be sure to Cause great resentment 
in many quarters. Also through what would appear to 
many people as class legislation, there would appear t 
be danger of arousing no inconsiderable amount of Dreju. 
dice in many quarters against other fundamental] dairy “+4 
islation. It would be difficult to convince the average pur. 
chaser of oleomargarine that its use was a grave menace 
to public heaith. They would simply feel that the Cost 
of living had been boosted up unnecessarily from their 
standpoint for the benefit of the dairy industry. 

There is also the question of greater standardization of 
cur product, more careful grading, and greater Control 
of quality. There is a great deal fo butter on the market 
that is really far less palatable than the standard pranqs 
of oleomargarine, and in many places, even in recognized 
dairy districts within the territory of the Dairymen’, 
League, it is difficult to buy good butter. 

We hold no brief for oleomargarine, but before wor. 
ing to legislate it out of existence, the thought suggegts 
itself to us that the dairy industry should make gyre 
that it is ready to meet the conditions that would imme. 
diately arise from driving from the market a product that 
is in daily use to the extent of 150,000,000 pounds a year 
True, such action was taken in Canada, but the situation 
in that country was far different from ours. Over there 
as we understand it, oleomargarine was only admitted into 
the country as a war measure and its complete elimina. 
tion after so short a stay was a comparatively simple 
proposition. 

If the dairy industry can secure legislation prohibit. 
ing the manufacture and sale of oleomargarine in this 
country without suffering a reaction that will jeopardize 
such projects as the continuance of tuberculosis eradica- 
tion work, the creation of a Dairy Bureau, etc., there 
would be no question about the desirability of endorsing 
such a program and working for its enactment into law, 
We are frank to admit that our present information on 
the various angles of the situation does not form an ade 
quate basis for intelliggnt judgment. The American 
Dairy Federation would have such sources of information 
at its command and it would have the national viewpoint 
that should control the decision in a matter of this im- 
portance. We hope that no organization of narrower 
scope will attempt action prematurely, but that the whole 
subject may be referred to the American Dairy Federation 
for its early attention. 


November Sales 


URING the next four weeks, to December 1, our sale 
D calendar lists twenty-eight sales in eleven states, 
running all the way from Vermont on the East to 
Oregon on the West, and South as far as Virginia and 
Kansas. These twenty-eight sales occupy a total of 31 
days, all of them being one-day sales with the exception 
of one in New York occupying two days and one in Wis- 
consin, scheduled for three days. Wisconsin leads in the 
number of sale offerings with nine sales scheduled, New 
York coming next with five, followed by Michigan and 
Ohio with three each, Iowa with two, and Indiana, Illinois, 
Virginia, Vermont, and Kansas, and Oregon with one each. 
A number of these sales are of National interest: and 
are long established events. Included among the offer- 
ings of the month will be a large number of high record 
animals of both sexes and a number of the most success- 
ful prize-winning animals of the year. The sales are very 
largely tuberculin tested animals, sold under conditions 
designed to protect the purchaser in every way possible. 
These sales offer an opportunity for buyers to secure 
desirable animals at prices more favorable for the pur- 
chaser than are likely to obtain for a long time to come. 
Present indications point very clearly to a readjustment 
in Holstein values upward, so that judicious investments 
in these forthcoming sales should be materially appreci- 
ated by spring. The better sales during the past month 
give us a hint of what may be expected. Breeders who are 
planning to make additions to their herd or who contem- 
plate replacing their grade animals with purebred Hol- 
steins would do well to scan carefully the sale announce- 
ments of the coming month appearing in these columns 
in this and forthcoming issues.

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Cooperative Milk Producers Plan National Meeting.

Efficiency in cooperation will be 
the key-subject of the seventh annual 
meeting of the National Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Federation at Pittsburgh, Pa., 
November 8 and 9, according. to 
Secretary Charles W. Holman. “Co- 
operative milk marketing associa- 
tions have gotten down to the stage 
where improved business principles 
and practices are a most absorbing 
topic to their leaders, said he. 
“Ways and means of producing milk 
economically, cheaper and _ better 
methods of handling the product, 
more economical means of distribu- 
tion—these are subjects which will be 
discussed. A number of the Nation's 
jeading cooperators will handle such 
questions as motor trucking of milk, 
selecting and maintaining efficieni 
personnel, use of statistical informa- 
tion in selling milk and its products, 
how to advertise to get results. 

“At the meeting these leaders will 
also exchange experiences and tell 
of the changes in policies and pro- 
grams made by them during the year. 
They will also work out their legisla- 
tive program which they will ask 
Congress and state legislatures to put 
through.” 

The National Milk Producers’ 
Federation represents 28 cooperative 
regional milk marketing associations 
of farmers. Their combined member- 
ship is approximately 250,000. They 
market approximately $250,000,000 to 
$300,000,000 of milk and its products 
annually. 

The Dairymen’s Cooperative Sales 
Company, which represents. the milk 
producers who supply the Pittsburgh 
market, will be the hosts to the na- 
tional leaders. An attendance of over 
a thousand delegates is expected. 
One of the sessions provides for a 
demonstration of the health value of 
milk and its products.

U. S. PRODUCES AND CONSUMES 
ONE-FOURTH OF WORLD'S 
MILK 


The great care given in the United 
States to the wholesomeness of milk 
and other dairy products is frequently 
commented upon by world travelers. 
That the people of this country 
appreciate the efforts made to pro- 
tect the-health of cattle and to keep 
milk sweet and clean from the farm 
to the consumer is shown by the 
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quantities of dairy products they use. 

Figures compiled by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
and recently called to the attention of 
the World’s Dairy Congress at Wash- 
ington by Dr. John R. Mohler, Chief 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
show that in this country there are 
approximately -25,000,000 -dairy cows, 
one-fourth of all the milch cows in 
the world, and we consume all the 
product of this great herd, although 
we have only about one-sixtenth of 
the world’s population. Uncle Sam’s 
best recommendation for the milk, 
butter, cheese, and condensed milk 
produced here is the fact that he uses 
them himself. 

Now and then we have exported 1 
or 2 per cent of our aairy products, 
but information now available indi- 
cates that this year imports will ex- 
ceed exports. We are frequently 
urged to eat more cheese and drink 
more milk, but it looks as if our 
appetite for these products keeps up 
with the cows’ capacity to gratify it. 
One of the big reasons for this con 
dition is that the Department of 
Agriculture, the States, various or- 
ganizations, and thousands of indi- 
viduals are constantly working to re- 
duce diseases of cattle and improve 
the conditions under which dairy 
products are produced and handled.

not last long on that farm. The bank- 
er in the agricultural community cap 
render no more useful a service to his 
community than by taking the jnitj- 
ative in the formation and financing 
of a calf club. Besides, he can in no 
other way lay the foundation so surely 
for an increased and permanent pros- 
perity in his vicinity. When I looked 
into the bright, eager faces of the calf 


club boys and girls gathered together 
at St. Paul, I felt sure that it would 
not be difficult to keep these boys 


and girls on the farm. And so you 
have another reason for calf clubs. 


Service to Mankind 

The dairy interest is of a magni- 
tude but little appreciated by the ay- 
erage man. The chief of the dairy 
division of the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Washington is the authority 
for the statement that the total value 
of the entire beef cattle crop, twice 
the value of the hog crop and twice 
the value of the sheep crop produced 
in the country last year, is not in the 
aggregate equal to more than the total 
price received for dairy products on 
the farm in the same period by the 
farmers of America. 

The dairy industry is not only 
great in its volume, but it relates it- 
self to human welfare more intimate- 
ly than any other activity of the farm. 
The researches of modern science 
have disclosed the fact that there are 
essential elements of food which chem- 
istry does not reveal. They call these 
elements vitamins. They are found 
in sufficient quantities only in dairy 
products. A great campaign is now 
going on under the auspices of the 
National Dairy Council to bring this 
vital truth home to the people of 
America. Upon the success of this 
campaign depends in no small degree 
the vigor and physical well-being of 
future generations. 

More and more we come to meas- 
ure our satisfaction in our work not 
so much in the material rewards, as in 
the service we render to mankind. 
Judged by this test, the millions en- 
gaged in dairying can justly feel that 
their labors are not in vain.

THE WAY THEY DO IN INDIANA 
By C. M. Long, Extension Service 
If they don’t find what they want at 

home they go _ elsewhere, those 

Hoosiers do. County Agent Repp, of 

De Kalb County, asked me to come 

down and accompany him on a Hol- 

stein tour. 

Fifteen cows lined up early that 
morning. These breeders wanted to 
study the result of the cow testing 
association as well as those of using 
pure breds—accordingly they went 
over into Williams and  Fultoi 
counties, Ohio. 

With us on this trip was G. A. Wil- 
liams of the Purdue Extension serv- 
ice. At the first we visited the pure 
bred herd of H. F. Burglocher & Son, 
of Bryon. Their herd is in the cow 
testing association. Mr. Williams 
brought out the fact that of two cows 
standing side by side and looking 
much alike, one had eaten $64.38 
worth of feed and returned $135.38 
for ,it, or $71.00 above feed cost. The 
other ate $83.25 worth of feed and re- 
turned $224.25, or $141.00 above feed 
cost, or twice as much as the first. 
Still another cow in the herd ate 
$94.00 worth of feed and returned 
$315.00. This made a most favorable 
impression for the cow testing asso- 





ciation. This man feeds his cows 
grain the year around and finds it 
pays. Mr. Williams said the college 


recommended a 4-8-1 ration for 
Indiana, where silage and alfalfa are 
available; four parts oats, eight parts 
corn chop and 1 part cottonseed meal. 

In the afternoon we visited pure 
breds in Fulton County and saw some 
excellent Holsteins. What a wonder 
ful county it is around Wauseon. I 
wish every man who is interested in 
dairying, but is the least doubtfu! 
about it, would visit this county. 
This was once a timbered soil, not 
very fertile originally, but you 
should see the great barns and silos 
and beautiful homes that abound on 
every hand. In their barnyards are 
good cattle—there is an air of great 
prosperity here. One of our party re- 
marked “I notice that where you see 
these herds of cows you see good 
houses and -barns, and where you 
don’t see them the buildings are not 
so good.” Those De Kalb county 
farmers went home fully determined 
to have a cow testing association and 
a Holstein Club. 

The next day I went with Mr. Wil- 
liams to Culver to meet with a cow 
testing association. Here I had the 
opportunity of visiting the herds of 
the Newman Brothers. There are 
three of these boys—John, Claud and 
Dick, living on three farms. For 
twenty years they and their fathers 
before them have been breeding Hol- 
steins and their herds show the re. 
sults of this work. They have aboui

The Newman cows are big cows 
and big producers. Claud milked 25 
head last year and had an average 
production of 350 pounds butter fat 
This year he made 347 pounds on. a 
slightly larger number, but some 
were first calf heifers. John aver- 
aged almost as good and one of his 
cows made over 750 pounds butter. 

We met with the cow testing asso 
ciation that afternoon and Mr. Wil- 
liams reorganized this for another 
year. I explained the working of a 
County Holstein Club and_ they 
appointed a committee and arranged 
for an organization meeting. 

Good Work in Indiana 

Indiana is doing some_ excellent 
cow testing work. They have what 
they call the “300-lb. fat Club.” A 
man must have 10 cows that make 
that much or more to be in this club. 
Twenty men made the club last year 
and Mr. Williams said he thought 
seven more than that number would 
make it this time. The Extension 
Department is fortunate in having 
earnest practical men like G. A. Wil 
liams on its staff of workers. 

Poor Feeding Often the Cause of Low 
Production 

Mr. Williams said they brought six 
cows to the college farm that aver- 
aged only 210 pounds last year and 
fed them a proper ration. This year 
in 20 days less time they produced 
253 pounds butter, at an additional 
average cost of $13.00 per head, while 
the increased profit was $75.00.
